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To What Lengths 


In a silly speech, fairly true to form, 
at a Republican outing a week ago, 
the Attorney-General of Massachusetts 
appears to have taken the editor of the 
Townsman as practically the sole issue 
that he could think of on which to 
base his campaign for governor. He 
has later begun an attack on various 
other people, and evidently is going to 
devote himself during the campaign 
to the job of annihilating everybody 
that he can think of who is giving 
loyal support to the governor. 

It doesn’t interest the editor of the 
Townsman very much at his time in 
life, after he has been fighting political 
problems for thirty years, what is said 
about him by candidates for office. 
What does interest him tremendously, 
however, is the type of men who are to 
serve the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts in high places. The argument 
advanced by Mr. Allen at the Everett 
outing closed with the statement that 
“Governor Cox is much concerned 
about the supply of coal for Muassa- 
chusetts. There is evidently to be in 
the campaign plenty of Cole, if the 
Andover Townsman has its way.” 

If under such serious conditions as 
now confront the people of Massa- 
chusetts for their supply of coal for 
the winter, a candidate for governor 
can approach the problem in this 
flippant way, it is high time that he 
should be told where he fits, by the 
sober, common-sense citizenship of 
Massachusetts. There is evidence that 
he will be thus told. The more his 
work is analyzed, in which simply as 
the agent of the bar association he 
secured the headlines of the Boston 
newspapers, in which he is now running 
around the Commonwealth insinuating 
and attempting by threatened grand 
jury investigations to blacken the 
character of every man who is opposed 
to him, the more we see a spectacle 
never before in evidence in connection 
with the great office of attorney- 
general of the Commonwealth. 

This is the day of the demagogue. 
No one could believe that it would ever 
arrive associated with this particular 
position in the great Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. The voters should 


be on the alert to mark up a record 
against the type,.of campaign that J. 
Weston Allen is carrying on, so em- 
phatic that it will-be a long time before 
an attempt is again made to exploit 
the courts of the Commonwealth to 
the advantage of an official in such 
close relationship to them as is the 
attorney-general. 


A Sorry Spectacle 


Washington stands halting and hesi- 
tant in the present crisis in which 
transportation and fuel supply for the 
country are concerned. Of course it is 
quite possible that the administration 
has some knowledge of the situation 
justifying hesitancy at the present 
time, but it is impossible for the best 
observers to see what that justification 
may be. 

A policy of dallying has obtained 
for the last two months. A strong 
hand asserting the power of the nation 
at the time of the first outbreak in the 
mining regions would have settled the 
whole situation. There would have 
been no more bloodshed probably than 
was occasioned by the violence incident 
to the flouting of the law by certain 
union officials and adherents. 

The acclaim with which the President 
and his acts have been greeted from the 
beginning of his administration up to 
six months ago naturally gives way to 
censure and sharp criticism now. Cen- 
sure and sharp criticism are deserved. 
This is not what the great mass of 
American voters asked for when they 
elected Mr. Harding President of the 
United States. True his long career 
led them to expect moderation, good 
cheer, agreeable attitude, and every 
possible effort to placate under every 
possible condition, But few men have 
failed to rise to such emergencies as 
have confronted him, after all of these 
qualities should have ceased to have 
play: Action has long been demanded, 
based upon good old-fashioned Ameri- 
can courage. There is no policy in- 
volved in the problems of the present 
day save the policy of upholding law, 
order and justice, The President must 
get into this position immediately, or 
disaster will follow the serious con- 
sequences that-now are so disturbing.

Professor Ashton Accepts Position at 
Wellesley College 


Professor Joseph N. Ashton has resigned 
as a teacher in Abbot academy and next 
year will be lecturer in musical theory and 
composition in Wellesley college. He will, 
however, continue to reside in Andover. In 
addition to teaching in Wellesley college 
he will continue as organist and director 
of music of the First Parish (Unitarian) 
church of Brookline where he was appointed 
in 1905 as the successor of Professor Percy 
Goetschius, Mus.D. 

Prof Ashton began his term of service as 
head of the music department at Abbot in 
the fall of 1907 and has practically completed 
15 years. He succeeded the late Prof. 
Samuel M. Downs, who was director from 
1860 to 1907 when he retired. He died 
two years afterwards. Prof. Downs in- 
stituted the annual Abbot recitals given by 
musicians of note from all over the country 
and not infrequently from Europe. After 
the death of Prof. Downs, when a fund was 
established in memory of him to perpetuate 
the Abbot recitals, Prof. Ashton assumed 
charge of the recitals. High as was the 
standard set by Prof. Downs, the standard 
was more than maintained by his successor. 
Year after year Prof. Ashton has striven 
to get the very best artists to be found any- 
where on the chamber concert stage and he 
has been signally successful. Leginska, 
Samaro®, Hopekirk; Grace Bonner Williams, 
Marie Sundelius, Eva Gauthier; the Kreisels, 
the Letz and other quartets of the highest 
rank have been brought to Andover through 
the instrumentality of Prof. Ashton, and 
his efforts have been appreciated. 

Prof. Ashton is a native of Salem. He 
was educated at Brown and took a post 
graduate course at Harvard. Before coming 
to Abbot he was professor of musical theory 
and history at Brown University and had an 
extensive class of private ‘go He is an 
accomplished organist and pianist and a 
deep student of the theory of music and 
its history. Prof. Ashton has written a 
number of treatises on the theory, history 
and practice of church music. He has 
been engaged for some time in the com- 
pilation of a work on the history of church 
music and the appearance of his new book 
will be awaited with interest.

that it was pure silver. Then he so 
named what he thought was a mine, 
He made several trips, but failed to 
locate it. 

He did not know that any more such 
pieces of-“rock” could be found there, 
but so presumed, and this led to the 
death of ten or twelve prospectors at 
different periods.—J, M. Scanland in 
the Los Angeles Times.

The Dakotas were the last 
states which were made up whol- 
ly from this purchase, to be- 
come a part of the Union. Short- 
ly after its acquisition, the Lew- 
is and Clark expedition was sent 
out to explore it and they spent 
their first: winter in 1804 near 
Mandan. The British had many 
fur posts in this region, and as 
they considered it part of Brit- 
ish territory, they built a fort 
in 1810 near Pembina, British 
rights, however, were withdrawn 
in the Treaty of 1818, which es- 
tablished the formal boundary 
between the United States and

their land to the government in 
1851. This was opened up to 
settlement and thus immigration 
was started in this part of the 
country. In 1854 the section 
west of the Missouri river be- 
came a part of Nebraska terri- 
tory, while the portion to the 
Hast was attached to Minnesota, 
However, in 1861, the separate 
Territory of Dakota was organ- 
ized. Population did not increase 
rapidly, until 1866, due to the 
warlike demonstrations of the 
Indians. 

It is from these Indians that 
the name Dakota comes. 

But it was not until 1889 that 
the Dakota territory was divided 
and formed into two states. To 
avoid any feeling of jealousy as 
to which was made a state first, 
the two bills were signed by 
President Harrison after they 
had been shuffled up and were 
then reshuffled so it ig not, 
known which was signed first. 
Their areas are about the same, 
North Dakota containing 70,837 
Square miles, while South Da- 
kota has 77,615 square miles. 
The population is also about 
equal and each is entitled to five 
presidential electors.
